Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer signed the bipartisan 
relief bill that the Michigan 
legislature passed after she 
urged them to provide sup- 
port for Michigan families, 
frontline workers, and small 
businesses.

The committee agrees that 


COVID-19 has upended every- 
day life and wishes this 


weren't so. But putting things 
into imprecise context 
doesn’t help matters. The 
blur dilutes reality and, to 
some, sounds like the begin- 
ning of a movie trailer. Keep 
as wide a berth of trite parl- 
ance as those who don’t wear 
masks in public. What ex- 
actly does it mean for times 
to be uncertain? Look at a 
clock! 


6. Pivot 


Reporters, commentators, 
talking heads, and others 
from the media reference 
how everyone must adapt to 
the coronavirus through con- 
tactless delivery, virtual 
learning, curbside pickup, 
video conferencing, remote 
working, and other urgent 
readjustments. That’s all true 
and vital. But basketball 
players pivot; let’s keep it 
that way. 


7. Unprece- 
dented 


It’s unheard of that a word 
would be repeated on the 


Banished Words List. Actu- 
ally, it’s not. In the early 
years, words wound up re- 
peated, although we try to 
avoid repetition nowadays. 
Despite the fact that “un- 
precedented” was banished 
in 2002, given that it was 
nominated many times this 
year for misuse in describing 
events that do have prece- 
dent, inclusion again seems 
warranted.

As one nominator 
said about reasons for its 
banishment, “I would tell you 
why, but I’d sound like a 
Karen.”

It’s a shortened version for 
“suspicious” in the video 
game Among Us. No commit- 
tee members play, but our 
children who do explained 
that this multiplayer online 
social game is designed 
around identifying “sus” im- 
posters so they can be 
“thrown into the lava.” Com- 
plainers a) ask: How much ef- 
fort does it take to say the 
entire word; and b) request: 
If that can’t happen, confine 
the syllable to the gaming 
world.

MDHHS updates priority group 
guidance for COVID vaccinations 


Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS) officials updated 
prioritization guidance for 
COVID-19 vaccination admin- 
istration for essential work- 
ers and those at high risk of 
severe infection. 

According to Dr. Joneigh 
Khaldun, Chief Medical Ex- 
ecutive and Chief Deputy for 
Health at MDHHS, “Some es- 
sential workers are at higher 
risk of exposure or exposing 
others due to the nature of 
their work and older individ- 
uals, particularly those with 
underlying health conditions, 
are particularly vulnerable to 
the virus. As new informa- 
tion is learned, this guidance 
will continue to evolve. The 
availability of these safe and 
effective vaccines means the 
end to the pandemic is near. 
Everyone should be planning 
now for how they will get 
their vaccine when it be- 
comes available to them.” 

MDHHS is following the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention recommenda- 
tions for prioritization of dis- 
tribution and administration 
of COVID-19 vaccines. CDC 
recommendations are based 
on input from the Advisory 
Committee on Immunization 
Practices (ACIP), the federal 
advisory committee made up 
of medical and public health 


experts who develop recom- 
mendations on the use of vac- 
cines in the United States. 

Updated phases are as fol- 
lows: 

Phase 1A: Paid and unpaid 
persons serving in healthcare 
settings who have the poten- 
tial for direct or indirect ex- 
posure to patients or 
infectious materials and are 
unable to work from home as 
well as residents in long term 
care facilities. 

Phase 1B: Persons 75 years 
of age or older and frontline 
essential workers in critical 
infrastructure. 

Phase 1C: Individuals 16 
years of age or older at high 
risk of severe illness due to 
COVID-19 infection and some 
other essential workers 
whose position impacts life, 
safety and protection during 
the COVID-19 response. 

Phase 2: Individuals 16 
years of age or older. 

These prioritizations may 
change as more information 
on vaccine effectiveness and 
additional vaccination prod- 
ucts become available. 
MDHHS has provided addi- 
tional prioritization guidance 
within these categories. It is 
important to note that vacci- 
nation in one phase may not 
be complete before vaccina- 
tion in another phase begins. 
There may be vaccination of 


individuals in different 
phases that occur simultane- 
ously. The timing of the start 
of vaccination in a phase is 
dependent on the supply of 
vaccine from the manufac- 
turer, how vaccine is allo- 
cated from the federal level to 
Michigan and the capacity to 
administer the vaccine to 
populations. Decisions on 
moving to the next phase will 
be made at the state level. 

More than 231,000 doses of 
Moderna and Pfizer COVID- 
19 vaccine have been deliv- 
ered to local health 
departments and hospitals 
across the state with over 
120,000 additional doses ex- 
pected next week. This data is 
being tracked on the COVID- 
19 Vaccine Dashboard, which 
also includes information on 
the number of providers en- 
rolled to provide the vaccine, 
and doses administered. The 
dashboard will be expanded 
over the coming weeks to in- 
clude vaccination coverage 
rates by age and race. 

Even with COVID-19 vacci- 
nations starting in Michigan 
and worldwide, Khaldun 
urges everyone to continue to 
practice preventative meas- 
ures such as properly wear- 
ing masks, social distancing 
and frequent handwashing to 
reduce the spread of the 
virus until the vast majority 


of people have been vacci- 
nated. 

Michigan health officials 
have set a goal of vaccinating 
70% of Michiganders over age 
16, about 5.6 million people, 
by the end of 2021. There will 
be no out-of-pocket costs to 
individuals for the vaccine, 
however, healthcare 
providers may bill insurance 
for administrative costs. The 
COVID-19 vaccine will re- 
quire two doses, separated by 
three or four weeks depend- 
ing on the manufacturer. 
Michiganders should receive 
both doses in order to have 
full protection from the virus. 
Individuals who receive the 
vaccine may experience mild 
side effects such as low-grade 
fever, sore arm and general 
discomfort, which indicate 
that the vaccine is working. 
There is a robust state and 
national process for tracking 
vaccines and reporting side 
effects.

On January 5, the Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan is reporting 37 
new cases in Antrim (17), 
Charlevoix (6), Emmet (10), 
and Otsego (4) counties, and 
1 COVID-19 associated death 
in Antrim county. Case in- 
vestigation and contact trac- 
ing are in progress, and 
relevant information will be 
shared when it is available. 

We have been receiving an 
influx of questions and calls 
related to our COVID-19 vac- 
cination administration sta- 
tus for adults 75 and older in 
Phase 1B. We understand 
our community members 
are eager to know when they 
can anticipate receiving 
their vaccine and want more 
information on the process, 
we are currently working 
closely with community 
partners such as the Area 
Agency on Aging and others 
who provide services to sen- 
iors as well as Community 
Connections and hospital 
partners to create effective 
processes for vaccine distri- 
bution for our most vulnera- 
ble residents. We know that 
safety is of great concern to 
everyone and vaccinating 
large numbers of people can 
be challenging when trying 
to reach this population, but 
we are working hard to en- 
sure that we have effective 
strategies to reach older 
adults. We are currently 
working on adapting our 
process for pre-registration 
for individuals in this age 
group to ensure a smooth 
process for scheduling. At 
this time, we are still asking 
healthcare workers and any 
individuals in Phase 1A to 
complete the COVID-19 Vac- 
cination Information Form 
so that we can get their ap- 
pointments scheduled. 

“There are several excit- 
ing things happening right 


now and we are working on 
our public health messaging 
to quickly notify the commu- 
nity. We are still working on 
vaccinating healthcare 
workers in Phase 1A, while 
simultaneously planning for 
the next priority groups and 
will notify the community 
when we move to our next 
phase,” stated Lisa Peacock, 
Health Officer. “We will con- 
tinue to provide regular up- 
dates through press releases, 
individuals can also monitor 
our COVID-19 Vaccination 
webpage and our Facebook.”

offering free 
Radon Test Kits 


District Health Depart- 
ment #10 (DHD#10) and the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan are 
supporting the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) in a nation- 
wide campaign to educate 
Americans about the dan- 
gers of radon exposure. 

During National Radon 
Action Month, Health De- 
partments are encouraging 
people to act to protect their 
homes and families by test- 
ing their homes for radon 
during National Radon Ac- 
tion Month. During the 
month of January, any resi- 
dent who visits their local 
DHD#10 office can ask to re- 
ceive a free radon testing kit 
and resources to educate 
themselves about this envi- 
ronmental hazard. 

Radon is a naturally oc- 
curring, invisible, odorless, 
tasteless, radioactive gas 
found in rock and soil. 
Radon is usually harmless 
but can become dangerous 
when it is trapped inside 
buildings and homes. Radon 
can seep into homes 
through cracks and small 
openings in the foundation; 
it doesn’t matter whether 
the home is new or old or 
built over a basement or 
crawlspace. In Michigan, 
nearly one in eight homes is 
expected to have a radon 
problem, and in some coun- 
ties, as many as 40-45% of 
homes could be affected. 

“Tf radon is present in 
your home, it has the poten- 
tial to build up and become 
harmful,” states Tom Re- 
ichard, Environmental 
Health Director at DHD#10. 
“Because there are no phys- 
ical signs: rash, nausea, 
headache, that will alert 
people to the presence of 
radon in their homes, peo- 
ple tend to downplay the 
health effects and ignore the 
possibility that there might 
be a silent killer lurking. 
Testing for radon is the only 
way to know for sure if you 
are being exposed.” 

Scientists have long been 
concerned about the health 
risk of radon, but never be- 
fore has there been such 
overwhelming evidence that 
exposure to elevated levels 
of radon causes lung cancer 
in humans. According to the 
EPA, each year radon is re- 
sponsible for approximately 
21,000 American lung can- 
cer deaths and is the num- 
ber one cause of lung 
cancer among non-smokers. 

Last year, the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan ran a campaign 
called, ’Give a Can, Get a 
Kit” and we were able to 
provide the donations to 
food pantries in the commu- 
nity and we are hoping to 
contribute to our commu- 
nity again this year. This 
year we are offering two 
ways to receive low-cost 
radon testing kits, you can 
drop off 5 non-perishable 
items at one of our office lo- 
cations for contactless pick- 
up of a testing kit or you 
can choose to pay $5 to have 
the testing kit mailed to 
you. 

Most homes contain some 
concentration of radon and 
should be tested. About 12% 
of homes in Michigan have 
unsafe levels of radon. In 
some counties, as many as 
45% of homes are at risk. 
With testing, radon is easy 
to detect and remove from 
your home.

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CLOSING COSTS 


First, the responsibility of who 
pays for closing costs is always ne- 
gotiable. Local custom may dictate 
which fees the buyer will pay and 
those the seller pays. 

Typically, the buyer pays for 
home inspection services and es- 
crow, deed preparation and record- 


ing fees, depending upon what is 
customary for the county the prop- 
erty is located in. He or she may 
also pay for title insurance, since 
this is required by the lender. The 
buyer is also responsible for any 
fees or costs associated with ob- 


taining the purchase loan. 
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The seller customarily pays the 
real estate agent's commission, as 
well as costs associated with trans- 
ferring an unencumbered title, 
such as a title search, recon- 
veyance deed and documentary 
transfer tax. 

Often, a seller will sweeten the 
deal by offering a one-year home 
warranty. 

Who will pay for what closing 
costs customarily differs from 
county to county and should al- 
ways be clearly spelled out in the 
purchase offer. A creative sales as- 
sociate will consider the cash, in- 
come and tax situation of the home 
seller and the buyer when con- 
structing an offer. For instance, if 
the buyer is short of cash, the 
agent may ask the seller to pay the 
buyer's loan points up front in ex- 
change for some other concessions 
from the buyer. In this scenario, 
the buyer and seller benefit and 
both get what they want.
